Pa,, April 6.—The strik- 


ers have decided to try to prevent the 
resumption of work to-morrow morn- 
ing at Friek's 
Bedstone works at 


Brownfleld, and at Rainey's Mount 
Braddock works. A member of Co. C, 
national jnmrds, * was attacked by 
strikers this evening1, and a red flag 
was raised at a meeting of strikers. 
Nothing serious resulted and all is 
quiet now. A mob met here this af- 
ternoon and decided to meet at Oliver, 
near this place, after midnight, and 
inarch to Friek's Sedstone works at 
Bromfleid where an attempt will be 
made to prevent a resumption of work. 
Tbe sheriff's deputies are watching the 
movements of the mob closely. The 
authorities will start for Redstone in 
advance of the strikers and will be 
there to receive the mob when it ar- 
rives.* The sheriff's forces are well- 
armed and ara prepared for any inter- 
ference. There is not likely to be any 
conflict. 


It. E. Davis, president of the miners' 


organization, now in jail, says he wil 1 
not interfere with the proposed meet- 
ing at Scottdale to-morrow. He be- 
lieves and is hopeful that the strike 
will be aantinued. His followers are 
not likely to declare the strike off. 


All works of the Frick company in 


operation prior to^he strike will re- 
sume to-morrow morning. The men 
who fail to report for duty will be re- 
garded as .strikers and their placet 
will be declared vacant. 


All the works of the MoGlure Coke 


Co. and the Moyer works of W. J. 
Rainey started this morning, and there 
was not an idle works between Con- 
nellsville and Mount Pleasant. All 
the works In the north end of the dis- 
trict, in which there are two-thirds of 
the eoke ovens, are running, and the 
McClure Coke Co will start Lemont 
Nos. 1 and 2 to-morrow. No foreigners 
are being employed, and the disposi- 
tion of the operators to resume work 
without foreigners is regarded as the 
first move in the direction of placing 
the coke region in control of Ameri- 
cans. 
There are still indications of trouble

At Percy, a big mass 


meeting was held to-night to make ar^ 
rangements to prevent the men at 
Rainey's Mount Braddouk plant from 
going to work to-moriow morning. 
The meeting was an enthusiastic one, 
and strong fiery addresses were made 
by the leaders. The plan agreed upon 
was to go to Mount Braddock to-night 
in a body, and to guard the house of 
each workman and prevent him from 
going to work to-morrow.

At the meeting the led flag of an- 


archy was the color displayed. This 
incensed some of the citizens at Percy 
and a party was formed with the in- 
tention of tearing down the red flag, 
but the l.BOO strikers were too formid- 
able and no attempt was made to 
carry out their idea 


Great excitement was caused here 


this evening about 10 o'clock by a party 
of strikers attacking a member of Co 
0, of this city, who was returning 
from drill at the armory. Other guards- 
men and citizens rescued the man at- 
tacked, and the result was bloody 
noses for th<> strikers. The strikers 
had been drinking, and they thought 
the militia had been ordered out against 
them. The sheriff seems, more anxious 
to-night than at any other time, but 
those best posted are confident that 
the strike lias been completely broken.

Nearly a million workingmen and wo. 


men have petitioned Congress protesting 
against the passage cf tie Wilon bill 
These petitions were read in the House 
of Bipreseetatives and referred to the 
oomtnitte on ways and means, bnt were in 
jored by that committee. Similar petitions 
were sent to the Senate, when they were 
not allowed to be"read by the president 
ot the rJenate, Vice-President Stevenson, 
and now the people of the industrial 
north have sent in a protest at the ballot 
box that ia simply overwhelming, and 
yet, iu spite of this protest, the presect 
Congress and Mr. Cleveland, will re'nee 
to hear the people who makn the wheels 
ot business move, and will proceed to do 
all ini their power to pass the infamous 
measure, in spite of the people. Ibis 
business destroying measure, will be- 
come a Ittw, unless some Demooratio 
senator has courage enough to openly 
oppose his party colleagues in their mud 
defiance of the popular will.

And as people stayed at home so gen- 
erally, there was not nearly BO much 
tetter-writing as now.

quent journeys, and want to let our 
dear ones know where we are, what we. 
are doing, and how we are faring. 
He- 


aides, there were not many post offices 
outside of the cities and large towns, 
and it was pnjy to important places in 
the vicinity of London that the mail 
was sent as often as once a day, and 
towns at some distance had their tet- 
ters and newspapers bnt once a week 
To remote country places, villages, 
gentlemen's country residences 
and 


farms, especially during the winter, 
when the public and private roads wer« 
very bad, the mails were very uncer- 
tain, being often a fortnight and some- 
times an entire month apart.

In Decoration and in Papering Rooms* 
This country contributes some thou- 


sand dollars' u-orth of material yearly 
to the promotion of a fad long ^avail- 
ing in Germany. The rage foV collect-

many, and for some tfioe:'past > col- 
lectors have Men using 
stamps for decorative purposes. Mil- 
lions upon millions of stamps are used 
unnnnlly in Germany to paper walls. 
A room of moderate size may be pa- 
pered completely with one hundred 
thousand stamps of the ordinary size. 
Persons who indulge in this fancy ex- 
ueise gre.it ingenuity in the arrange- 
ment of the stamps, and remarkable 
ct lor efft cts may be produced bj taste- 
ful combinations 
\Vhen the stamps 


hdii l>ein affixed to the walls of a 
r<om a te<lious piece of work, the 
\ hole 11 varnibhed, in order to protect 
the pipirm_r fiom damage 


stamps and parti of stamps are used 


in oti-iriting tables and cabinets. 
Those \\ho do this sort of decorating 
1 ilx i iously cut out the head of Wash- 
ington from the enrrent two-cent 
stamp and paste the little vignettes by 
the hundred upon the table or cabinet 
to be deeorated. Then thousands of 
fie tin, figure "2" are cut from the 
loner corner of the stamp and dis- 
pose i so as to form a border about the 
upc. iU*d head of Washington. Scores 
of othtr desiq-ns are treated in a like 
fismon and stamps of various colors 
are arranged in accordance with the 
tast-e of the decorator 


One man in New York, not himself a 


nroftssional dealer in stamps, sends 
nt rh ."i.ooo.OOO stamps per year to a 
'1 -vler in Germany. The saute dealer 
h is an agent in Baltimore who sends 
him vabtlj larger quantities. 


Ihej are sent to the agents from all 


parts of the east. Children in search 
of poeket money, women in need of pin 
money, bunday-schools, and charities 
of one sort or another collect and send 
these stamps to the agents in batches 
of 10,000 to 20,000, 50.000, or 100,000. 
The usual price is JO cents per 1,000, 
but the real 2-cent stamps fetch less 
because they are rasily obtainable. 
and also because their dye is not well 
flted. The Colombian-stamps of small 
denominations fetch 30 cents per thou- 
sand. 
Rare stamps fetch more, of 


coarse, but the German dealer makes 
DO special effort to obtain such stamps 
here. Many other dealers in Germany 
haye long been buying large quantities 
of stamps in the United States, but as 
»°nie failed to pay for their purchases 
it is now a little difficult to obtain 
larpe quantities save through resident 
»ffents. The craze for stamp decora- 
tions has as yet made small headway in 
*hib country, though at least one col- 
lector m New York is making ready to 
OJpe? bis room with stamps.—N. Y.

RIPE AND UNRIPE 
BANANAS. 


The Frolt Which I* Shipped to C« Cram 
Jamaica. 


Whether for shipment or for home 


consumption, the fruit is cut as soon as 
it is "full"—that is, when it has reached 
its adult form and size, hut is still quite 
green. The plant !s cut off by * single 
blow of a machete Wielded by a power- 
ful arm. As it-falls the buneh is caught, 
lopped oft and laid aside, whjle the 
harvester goes on to the next bunch. 
It is a popular supposition that bananas 
"ripened on the tree" are incflmiiaraWy 
superior to those cut green. ' But U a 
matter of fact one never eat* them 
thus "rlped in Jamaica. 
They ar* 


said to be not so good; at all 
events, one finds no better fruit 
in textnre or flavor than the best 
of our own markets. But every lover 
at this fruit knows that its quality va- 
ries extraordinarily aa it is offered to. 
us. This is due partly to the different 
sources from which it cornea. The 
best that is brought to us comes from 
Jamaica. It is also due still more to 
the condition ofiMhe fruit when cut. 
Bananas which are perfectly full will 
ripen mellow and delicious; but those 
cut when immature, aa too many t»rot 
will turn yellow, yet never truly ripen, 
retaining always their hard texture 
and unripe taste. In Jamaica, as else- 
where, the competition of buyers leads 
the unscrupulous ones to - accept 
fruit of any sort, even when total- 
ly unfit; and this sort of competi- 
tion makes all the more unavail- 
ing the efforts of honest buyers to 
raise the standard and to teach the 
people to withhold their fruit until it 
is properly developed. Americans can 
give moral support to these efforts by 
accepting only such fruit as U a 
mature at any price. A little pains 
will soon enable one to distinguish 
good from poor fruit, though it U diffi- 
cult to give a general statement of the 
distinctive differences. But, as a rule, 
It will be found that bananas which 
are the largest, deepest yellow, and 
least angular are the most mature Mid 
best—James K. Humphrey, in Popular 
Science Monthly,
